ONDON, Jan. 4.—There were 
two distinct tendencies notice- 
able in the enemy delegation at 

the Brest-Litovsk meetings, the Pet- 
rograd correspondent of the Daily 
News says.

However, all this has been 
changed by the new modern insti- 
tution, whose commodious and wen 
ventilated wards and verandas cover 
several acres. The base hospital. 
which ts under direction of Col. Fred 
W. Palmer, Medical Corps, US. A. 
has fifty-four medical officers, sev- 
enty-five skilled women nurses and 
300 enlisted men, who do orderly 
duty, or assist in Increasing the com- 
fort of the convalescents. All those 
who are so seriously il] as to be in 
bed have the attention of the female 
nurses. Long sleeping porches are 
provided for those who are confined 
with respiratory troubles. The din- 
ing-room, which is so immense as to 
indicate that most of the patients 
are able to sit up and take nourish- 
ment, is in charge of, a woman who 
is a graduate dietictan, 

Every department of the hospital 
is scrupulously clean and sanitary. 
Of the laboratory equipment the 
layman cannot speak authoritative- 
ly. However, the officers in charge 
claim that they have all the essen- 
tinis for practical work. They do 
not claim to be fully equipped for 


research. Such equipment is a mat- 
ter of years in any hospital. | 
Sanitation of the cantonment in 
gerieral was inspected, Maj. C. W. 
Decker, division sanitary inspector, 
giving us fall leeway in this as in 
other things. Garbage cans were 
found to be emptied regularly, and, 
lavatory conditions up to date and 
equal to those to be found in a good 
hotel or dwelling. We entered 
kitchens and inspected implements 
such as meat saws and cooking uten- 
elle, All were bright and shining. 
Conditions better than will be found 
in many restaurants. Meat careful- 
ly rvefrigerated.

Bach soldier can't lick the 
platter entirely clean, or et the last 
crumb of bread. They vary in their 
appetites. These scraps \ hich have 
been chewed on are thrown away in 
the interests of good health, not con- 
verted into hash or bread custard as 
in sometimes done in restaurants. 
The residue of one mess house here 
161 men had been served measured 
less than a gallon. 

Unquestionably in the early days 
of the camp there were sporadic 
cases of food waste. This was due 
to the fact that not enough ex- 
perienced cooks could be secured. 
Men who had never cooked were 
necessarily placed in this positiona. 
They did not know how to cut meat 
to the best adavntage. This has all 
been elimi:s.eted, or nearly 60. N 
echool for cooks has been estab- 
lished and they are taught the knack 
of saving grub and making it go as 
far as possible. Some are learn- 
ing more rapidiy than others. Men 
cooks differ as much as housewives. 
One woman can run a table on much 
less than another. Even the bones 
from which slices of roast has been 
served, are not thrown away until 
bolled and all the grease and mar- 
row extracted. 

Maj. Decker ts head of the camp 
food conservation boar Each 
mess house and kitchen ts daily in- 
spected by regimental officers, com- 
prising this board, who report any 
waste, or any chances for improve- 
ment to Maj, Decker. 

There is nothing secret about the 
way Camp Kearny is run, except in 
some of the military features. An 
equable climate, wholesome water. 
good sanitation, excellent food, pure 
air and regular exercise are things 
calculated to promote health. Send 
all these men home and the chances 
are that more of them would be sick 
at one time, only you would no see 
them altog ther. Visitors are ad- 
mitted freely three days in the week 
and are welcomed unless bootlergers 
or some spy eeeking Information for 
the enemy. These may have gone 
away disgruntied, at.“ “ossible were 
the genesis of some ot these reports. 
Meantime patriotic people would do 
well to investigate before repeating 
wild rumors calculated to discourage 
the parents of these men and their 
friends.

Business so Prosperous at Harbor 
that Engineering Company 
Wants More Room.

At present Mr. Gunn its general 
director of the government aero- 
nautic department of Kwongtung, 
at Canton, He came to this coun- 
try for the purpose of buying a 
quantity of airplane materials for 
immediate delivery, but it will be 
necessary for him to visit Wash- 
ington in order to get a permit to 
buy the materials, as they will have 
to be secured through some con- 
cern not working on United States 
government contracts. He will go 
to San Diego tomorrow for a look at 
the aviation school, and then, to 
Washington by way of San Fran- 
cisco 


‘China now regards herself as one 
of the Allies,” said Mr. Gunn, “and 
he wants material for at least thirty 
airplanes at once. I got my train- 
ing as an aviator at Hyde Park and 
Ascot Park six or seven years ago. 
Mr object now is to standardize the 
American-made airplane in China.

The Japanese people, however, are 
using 140 French-type airplanes in 
their army.”
